AN ECONOMIC PROBLEM 


From the material now being col- 
lected for the forthcoming conference 
at Geneva on the trac in women 
‘and children, it would seem that— 
apart from ‘the Chinese side of the 
problem—the traffichere is negligible 
‘nd well within the competence of the 
local authorities to handle. The 
general question of the lapse of 
foreign women into a life of ill-fame 
carries in Shanghai no special signi- 
ficance. ‘It is essentially one of the 
accidents of urban life’ to be dis- 
‘cerned in any large city, but to be 





treated by the ordinary measures of 
civic remedial endeavour. Where 
‘Shanghai presents a peculiar problem 
4s In sheltering a large refugee com- 
‘munity, the vietims of political mis- 
fortune on a grand seale. That com- 
munity specially feels the impact of 
dire economic strain which drives 
the weaker element of its womanhood 
to desperate straits. And the normal 
Fesources of Shanghai are not ade- 
‘quate to cope with the problem. For 
this reason it is well, while leaving. 
the benevolent task of reclamation 10 
charitable organizations, to concentrate 
‘9n the practical effort of prevention, 
Funds are required to reinforce tho 
activities of the Russian’ Women's 
League ané similar bodies. It 
cleanly a case for international 
sistance, Soviet Russia is now a mem 
ber of the League: she isnot likely 

look with much sympathy on the 
victims of her own rise to power. 
‘That does not debar the rest of the 
world from uniting in a work of real 
‘humanitarian aim, for the sake of good 
conscience and constructive citizen- 
ship. Broadly, the plight of Rus: 
sian girls born in’ Shanghai is 
due to an intensified operation of 
the same factors which are causing 
the general unemploymént. among 
‘certain other foreigners here. It 1 
mainly economic in its character. 
Against indigenous labour these 
feirls find it increasingly dimeust to 
‘Compete, in the unskilled or  semi- 
[skilled occupations. A lack of edu- 
cational facilities, combined with the 
accessibility of urban xtractions of 
‘a not always desirable kind, renders 
it dificult for them to adapt them= 
selves to a normal mode of liveli- 
hood—even if they can perchance 
secure it. They inevicably drift to 
social disaster. ‘Their community is 
‘not wealthy enough to combat these 
dangerous influences unaided. It 
should be helped by funds for im- 
proving the education of ts. girls, 
thereby giving them in themselves 
more resources for resistance to 
‘moral and mental deterioration and 
training them for skilled occupations 
wherein they can earn a devent 
wage and preserve the self-respect 
to which they are as entitled as any 
other citizen of Shanghal. Tl is to 
be hoped that this practical aspect 
‘of Shanghai's difficulties will be put 
before the League and, also, that the 
authorities ‘here will duly’ consider 
the possibility of extending their 
own financial aid in the light of the 
facts now revealed.

A REBUFF DIRECT 

Curlously enough, the publication 
‘of the intriguing correspondence be- 
tween Conservative malcontents and 
the members of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Prince 
to say nothing of Lord Rothermere’s 
latest flourish of ‘his gramophone— 
hhas been promptly followed by an 
effective vindication of the Viceroy's 
attitude, at the hands of the Princes 
themselves. The Chamber's proceed- 
‘ngs have normally been private, No 
speeches are reported; but, if Thelr 
Highnesses consider it desirable, an 
‘authorized précis of certain decisions 
of the Chamber can be issued, with 
‘the Viceroy’s concurrence. It will be 
seen that an emphatic and convincing 
[denial has been given to the fantastic 
charges of pressure and undue in- 
uence levelled against Lord Willing 
don by men who, unlike Lord Roth: 
fermere, should know better, . ‘Thee 
charges were current scandal in Lon- 
don last summer and it was nauseating 
to find them being solemnly  whis- 
ered in clubs and other places of 
normal respectability. Possibly. the 
statement now forthcoming in. New 
Dethi will discourage the rumour- 
‘mongers—or at any rate deprive them 
of the last hope of securing credence 
from any responsible quarter. 

RECKLESS CHARGES 

It is satisfactory that Sir John 
‘Simon has been able forelbly to draw 
ublie attention to the reckleamees 
which seems to afflict a certain school 
Jof thought in advocating peace 
policies. The abuses of the armament 
traffic may be serious enough without 
justifying lurid adventures Into the 
‘wildest fights of imagination in stir- 
ring up public opinion. It is fatuous 
to attempt to strip every conceivable 
Virtue from men who are engaged in 
the manufacture of commodities 
which, in times of war, are essential 
to the national existence. Tt {s equal 
ly fatuous to assume that such oc- 
jeupations lead wo grossly anti-social 
practices and conspiracies, Yet dis- 
fsemination of this sort of view has 
Inspired the recklessness of statement 
which Sir John 0 effectively has ex- 
posed, to the publie benefit, It per- 
hhaps may not be irrelevant to observe 
that publishers might take note of 
this erratie tendency. They would 
then refuse to give their countenance 
to those would-be sensational works 
Jof alleged fiction whick, although 
patently perverted efforts ‘of a crude 
imagination, affect to be based on some 
resemblance to actuality. Thus. 
‘general charges of corrupt habits are 
made against Governments and arma- 
ment “kings” are pictured as pre- 
posterous ogres. equipped -with every 
form of degraded taste and passion, 
possessing the uncanny power of 
pantomime demons and yet lacking 
suflcient brains to perceive that, by 
plunging the world into ruins, ihey 
Would be .quite unable to enjoy the 
l-gotten gains amassed by their 
chicanery and disregard of public 
decency.

* Tokyo, Jan. 27. 
Tt was learned to-day from unim- 
peachable sources close to the Foreign 
Office that Mr. K. Hirota, the Foreign 
Minister, will follow a more positive 
Policy regarding the Sino-Japanese 
relations.

How far Mr. K. Hirota's ex- 
position of Japanese policy will 
secure the endorsement of putlic 
opinion in Japan is by no means 
clear.

THE INDIA BILL 
Jan. 26. 


For the moment the British 
Government is so occupied in re 
futing the arguments of reaxtion 
that the liberality of the new 
Indian Constitution which has 
now made its bow in Parliament 
is in danger of being overlocked. 
Non-British opinion’ here, for 
example, is disposed to believe 
that the transfer of power com- 
prised in the Bill gives but the 
faintest shadow of self-gov_rn- 
‘ment to the Federation of India or 
to the autonomous provinces 
within that Federation. Howzver, 
natural this attitude may be. it is 
quite unjustified by the actual 
facts “of the constitutional aro 
‘posals and, indeed, it fails to’ op- 
Preciate the momentous character 
of the policy which is to Gnd ex- 
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pression in the statute book, ‘The 
reception of the proposals in 
India has been in accordance with 
precedent. Even Indian  ,iberals 
have shown a disposition to 
declare that an inadequate 
“advance” is being made. ‘They 
probably do not go so far as to 
refuse to contemplate co-opera.ion 
in working the new scheme. They 
have, however, to safeguard them- 
selves against ‘the charge of being 
blind upholddts of the Govern- 
‘ment's policy, for otherwise thelr 
formidable ‘opponents in _ the 
Indian National Congress Perty 
will make further political cap‘tal 
at their expense. Moreover, in 
view of the flerce agitation ws tk- 
ed up in England by — cectain 
Conservative malcontents, the 
[Indian Liberats may rightiy feet 
that too ready an endorsement of 
the Bill on their part would mere- 
ly encourage concessions to the 
forces of reaction, So outside ob- 
servers have, Just now, little to 
guide them in assessing the svope 
of the measure which, in eftect, 
transforms the present exyeri- 
‘mental constitution in India into a 
definite expression of the policy of 
establishing responsible | govern- 
ment in British India—the coal 
laid down tn the famous deciara- 
tion of 1917—and, moreover, seeks 
to associate the Indian States for 
the first time in the development 
‘of representative institut'ens 
throughout the whole of the 
Indian Empire. 


‘Yet, in the light of the imoert- 
ance "of Indis's destiny to the 
‘world at large and, particulerly, 
to the Asiatic ccntinent, it seems 
desirable to attempt in the plainest 
possible language and without 
trespassing too much on the 
vocabulary of the technical expert, 
to expound some of the reavities 
of this remarkable essay in_con- 
stitution-building. Here, in China, 
a dratt constitution is in existe 
ence. It still has to find formal 
expression in the day-to-day 
routine of administrative tucts, 
Here, in China, the principles of 
democratic self-government nave 
found acceptance; they have still 
to be worked out in their practical 
‘application to the life ot the 
people and to the associution of 
the people with the Governny nt, 
‘On that ground alone a study of 
‘the broad lines of the Indian pro- 
posals is of no little interest to 
China. Tn one important restcct 
the ‘task of China is far harder 
than that now confronted in 
India. ‘The Chinese Government 
has to build up a new constitution 
‘on the shattered framework “i a 
discarded system. The Govn- 
‘ment of India will have mere. to 
extend and develop a constituson 














already created and to build 
fon the sound foundation of a 
Tong-cstablished administration 


gradually adapting itself by pro- 
gressive stages to the requirements 
of representative institutions. But 
whereas, in China, in spite of an 
ethnological and linguistic complex- 
ity, a general homogeneity of inces 
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and languages exists, India has at- 
tained to and, can preserve the es- 
sential characteristics of a unitary 
state only by the activity of that 
British cement which has made 
‘the term “India” a conerete entity 
and which has produced the 
sense of Indian nationality by its 
power of transcending acute re~ 
igious, racial and. lingu 
divisions. 


Briefly the Indian constitutional 
plan may be divided into two 
parts: the grant of autonomy to 
the eleven Provinces und the 
formal consolidation of those 
provinces with the Indian States 
in an All-India Federation, con~ 
trolled by a responsible central 
government. The separation of 
Burma as an autonomous adminis~ 
tration with her own constitution 
Is proposed and can be treate? as 
consequently extraneous to the 
general issue. ‘The Federal vov- 
ernment will be responsible to the 
bi-cameral Federal Legislature, 
the members of which wili be 
elected by the Legislatures of the 
Provinces of British India or 
appointed from the Indian States 
by the Rulers of States acceding 
to the Federation. ‘The Governor- 
General will control Defeace snd 
Foreign Affairs, with special 
powers for enabling him to per- 
form his functions in those depart- 
ments, The Federal Government's 
functions will be principally “lose 
which concern India as a whole— 
et, customs, federal finance, post 
offices, salt’ revenue, ancome-tax 
(other than on agricultural in 
comes), census, meteorology and 
the like, ‘The Provincial Govern- 
ments will be responsible to the 
Provincial Legislatures the f:an~ 
chise for which will cover 14 
per cent. of the population. The 
Governors of Provinces will be 
endowed with special powers to 
cope with terrorism and te gvar- 
antee the development of respon- 














sible government. These end 
other provisions "are popularly 
termed “safeguards.” They mere- 
ly represent 





retention of power as substan- 
tial, and as fully endorsed by law, 
as that vested by the Conatitetion 
of the United States in the 
President as Commander-in-Chief 
ot the Army—but more extensive 
oth in respect ot the scope and 
of the circumstances. in which 
they can be brought into pla 
GR. para 29. 


‘There will be no sudden chonge 
in the general conduct of the 
‘administration when this Constitu- 
tion begins to function, for the 
simple reason that the existing 
Constitution prepares the ground. 
But there will be a definite com- 
pletion of the transfer of respon- 
sibility both in the Federal ant in 
the Provincial Governments. Tak- 
ing one of the eleven provinces as 
‘an example: the United Provinces 
with a population of 48,000,200, 
there, instead of the Governor re- 
serving to himself and his Casinet 
the control of finance, police, Jaw 
and order, those subjects ’ will 
come within the portfolios of 
‘Ministers responsible to the Legis- 
lature, in addition to the portt.%ios 
of education, public health public 
‘works already—under the present 
dyarchy—transferred to "such 
Ministers. ‘The Administration 
hhas tong been in process of Indioni~ 
zation, to which a diminished but 
permanent element of Br tish 
cement must continue essential. 
From 37 to’ 80 per cent. of the 
hhigh posts are in Indian hozds. 
When all grades of the public 
services are counted, the pro- 
portion of Indians to Europeans 
anges from 9 to 1 in the General 
Administration, to 30 to 1 in the 
Civil Medical ‘service and to over 
60 to 1 in the Forest and Educa~ 
tional Services, to take typical 
examples. Provincial autonomv is 
thus investing Indian democracy, 
through its own Government, with 
Powers which cover the whole 
sphere of administration. If exer- 
cised in China by the present 
Government in Nanking, to say 
nothing of 14 per cent. of the 
people, these powers would con- 
note far more authority and ecn- 
trol than may be sald to ootain, 
here to-day. That perhaps is the’ 
simplest answer to the fear that 
Iidian self-government isnot 
being given a real opportunity of 
expression.

‘advantage of which will doubtless be 
taken under the skilled guidance of 
Mr. A. V, Avshalomoff. Recent  ex- 
periences in the Lyceum ‘Theatre ; 
have proved that the building is ad~ 
mirably adapted from an acoustical 
point of view to the production of 
works of this nature, while the 
moderate size of the auditorium thas 
the psychologically good effect upon 
the ‘performers of making even 
comparatively small house look more 
attractive from the point of view of 
fttendance. Added to this the fact 
that in the new location the expenses

ingly smaller, there 1s every reason 
to" hope that the confidence with 
which the Society “has embarked 
Uupon’ this new venture will be re- 
warded by the good results of which 
it is In search. 














UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEMS 


‘There can be tittle doubt that, in| 
the prevailing depression, one of the} 
‘most urgent problems "before the| 
British community is unemployment. 
The British Chamber of Commerce 
Journal, which can speak with special 
‘authority, has declared that 300 names| 
fof British subjects of both sexes are| 
onthe | Chamber's unemployment 
register, “representing approximately 
six per cent. of the total British com-| 
‘munity—a higher poreentage than that| 
in Great Britain.” And that, of course, 
4 not the full measure of the Britisa| 
‘workless for not necessarily everyone| 
applies to the Chamber. The Journal} 
has urged a careful investigation of| 
the subject. This was the burden | 
the “North-China Daly News’" con- 
tention some months ago, ‘The dis- 
tribution of charitable relief is ad- 
mirably performed by the various 
societies and it is hoped, too, that the| 
Chamber's own appeal’ for funds Is 
bearing fruit. Examination of the| 
problem, even in the most cursory 
form, brings to light the plain fact| 
that the depression is not directly re- 
sponsible for the condition of many 
of the unemployed. ‘There are othe: 
‘and probably permanent factors to 
which the depression has perhaps 
fiven special cogency, but they d 
mand more careful attention than 
possibly be given by existing machi 
ery. The Chamber's own organ ex- 
plicitly says “The Chamber makes no 
pretence at solving the problem. It 
fs one rather for a specially selected 
committee.” ‘That being so it seems 
unfortunate that the Chamber cannot 
take courage in both hands and 
arrange for some stich committee to| 
bbe appointed. This journal's view 
hhas long been that a small ad hoc 
‘body, composed of men and women 
qualized in the study of social statis-| 
Hes and economics, should. be asked 
to report specifically on the causes 
























of unemployment among so large a 
proportion of the community. Assur- 
ances have been given that only a 
very small percentage of the unem- 
ployed have reached their state by 
what is usually described as. “their 
‘own fault”—and even that description 
‘often requires modification. It would 
appear, from casual inquiry, that the 
technically trained man with a good 
record 1s not difficult to place, even 
inthe preseat unfavourable’ trade 
Jconditions. But there is very litte] 
Prospect of securing work for 
those men and women who are 
what “might be” called “office 
hands." The day has gone by when 
forelgn labour ot that Kind is able 
‘to compete successfully with Chi= 
‘nese applicants whose efficiency is 
beyond question and, therefore, 
carries the day because ‘of the lower 
salary required. “Employers cannot 
[be expected to disregard those con 
siderations; otherwise they them= 
selves might be in danger of swelling 
‘the list of the distressed and that 
would merely be aggravating the 
evil by throwing others out of work. 
‘The British Chamber of Commerce 
hhas taken prudent steps to prevent 
the influx of British subjects seeking 
‘work in Shanghai, Tt has cir= 
eularized every British Chamoer of | 
[Commerce in the world to 
five the widest possible publicity to 
the fact that employment Is dificult 
{f‘not impossible to obtain In Shang: 
hal, and to give emphatic discourage 
Renta would-be emigrants to tis 
port. 
‘Moreover, It should be clearly under= 
stood that the great majority of the 
‘unemployed on the Chamber's regis 
ter do not ask for charity. ‘They 
seek work. ‘The work is not there. 
Surely something should be done to 
obtain an authoritative appreciation | 
‘of the problem of such distress. Tt 
fs not enough to say that it is ing 
soluble for the exact signiftcane. of 
it has not been stated on the basis of 
ascertained facts selentifeally par- 
‘shalled. This is sald in no disparage 
ment of the Inbours of the various 
rellet organizations. Rather is it 
assumed that those organizations 
themselves would welcome some re- 
Inforcement of their effort and 
would, in fact, be -able to supply 
valuable data for a committee of in- 
uiry. The attitude of waiting for the | 
tide to turn is not to be commended 
for, as already suggested, improved | 
trade conditions are not’ likely to 
iter the gravity of the situation for 
all too large a proportion of those 
who are feeling the terrible anxiety 
which persistent failure to find 
work entail 











HOME WORK IN SCHOOLS 


Pertinent to the discussion in Eni 
Yond on the question of home work| 
in schools, the Headmaster of the 
Public & Thos. Hanbury Schoo! for; 
Boys has kindly sent for perusal 
copy of the Home Work " Register| 
which has been in use at his school 
for over a year. The register is pre 
faced with notes from. which the 
policy of the school authorities | 
Geduced. The object of home work| 
Is held to be three-fold: 

‘To give a boy practice in what} 
har already been taught. 
v, ‘To tert whether he has Understood | 
what has been taught. 
 To'enable a boy to clarity in his! 
‘wn mind ‘wnat has been taught 
by waiting up. 
‘The register reminds the pupils of! 
the work which has been ‘set and 
is also Intended to ensure that homo| 
work is regular and neither insuf-| 
cient nor excessive, besides enabling 
parents to see. what their young 
hopefuls are being called upon to do. 
‘The parents are. invited fo consult 
with the Headmaster if the work 
‘appears to be excessive or insufficl- 
ent, and if @ parent is accustomed 
to ‘assist the boy with the writter 
home work, a note to that effect is| 
called for in the register. Turning| 
fo the question of the home work 
thus involved, it may be mentioned 
that boys of ‘the Middle School are 
expected to do three half-hour periods 
each evening: boys of the Upper 
‘School are expected to do three| 
forty-minute periods in each evening, 
in addition to week-end work as re- 
quired. ‘This means that the younger 
boys have’ one-and-a-half hours 
home work every evening and the 
older boys two hours. Middle-aged 
and older people will probably be 
ulte unable to compare, these times 
wi

int mentories, it would seem!

Unprovoked Attack 
Peking, Jan, 23. 

Fighting has broken out between 
the Japanese and Chinese forces in 
Charhar, according to reliable repor's 
from Chinese sources received here 
to-night trom Kalgan, 

Tushihkow, one cf the passes in the 
Great Wall’ between Kalyan and 
Kupeikow, has been bombed —by| 
Japanese ‘aeroplanes and shelled by 
artillery, the reports state. Kuyuaa 
‘and Tungshatze also were attacked 
and at 4 o'clock this afternoon fight: 
ing was still going on, with tha 
[Chinese troops reported to’ be putting, 
up a stiff resistance, 

‘According to reports received by 
official sources here, the fighting star- 
ted at 6 o'clock yesterday evening 
when an unproveked attack was 
launched by a combined Japaness- 
Manchoukuo force on Chinese troons 
‘withdrawing from the strip of terri 
tory which the Kwantung Army 
‘aims is part of Jehol province. A 
‘simultaneous attack, it t stated, was| 
made by a force consisting of '1,000 
‘Japanese and 1,000 Manchoukxuo| 
‘troops, equipped with armoured cars 
and 20 fleld-guns; on Tushibkow, 
Kuyuan, and Tungshatze. 

‘The Chinese forces at Kuyuan and

OUTBREAK OF FIGHTING IN CHARHAR DISPUTE 


Quiet Reigns on Border as Chinese Troops Are 
Withdrawn: Japanese Reinforced 


BOMBS DROPPED FROM AEROPLANES 


Peking, Jan. 25. 


Jehol-Charher frontier was quiet throughout the day, with

YEAR PLAN 


Progress in First Eighteen 
Months Reviewed 


A review of the progress made in 
Kuangtung under the Three Ye 

Plan for industrial development is 
contained in a pamphlet prepared by 





Bureau entilled "The Industrial 
Development of Kuangwng under 
the Three-Year-Plan.” It summarizes 
briefly what has been accomplished 
‘in the first eighteen months of the 
plan, and concludes that, considering 
the ‘financial difficulties ‘of the pro- 
vinelal treasury and the farming 
population, the result is very satis= 
factory. 

By this year, according 19 the 
Bureau over 10’per cent, of the in- 
Jdusteial construction laid down in the 
Jolan will either be complete or nearly 
complete, st an investment of ap- 
proximately half the $93,000,000 
estimated a5 the total cost of the plan, 
‘Actually, at the time the Bureau com- 
plled its statistics, only $15,000,000 had 
been invested, whereas construction 
]was in advance of that scheduled, in- 
‘cluding several plants not called for 
jin the original’ scheme but found 
necessary to meet urgent local re- 
quirements. 








‘The motive of the Three-Year-Plan 
explained in the pamphlet as mak: 
g Kuangtung, stated to be. the 





‘argest importer of foreign goods of 
‘any province in this country, virtually 
independent of outside manufactures. 
To this end an analysis of the princip- 
al imports from abroad was made, 
‘ond it was decided to build 24 in- 
dustrial plants to meet the lines of

‘use of a large ‘temple enclosure, as

Settlement, however. there are few 
more than 50 Russian women who 
pick un thelr living In the streets. 
When it is considered that the for- 
‘ein nonulation of the Settlement. 
evctding the Japanese, ts well cver 
38.000. the faure is by no means tad 
In comparison with the same scourge 
tn other large cies. And when the 
Invge transient population of Shane- 
hal—men coming in on ships, sloy 
Ine for a few davs, and on the look 
out for thelr "bit of fun” fs also 
considered—the comparison becomes 
even more favourable to this port. 


“Boarding Houses” 

‘There are no Heensed brothels in 
the Settlement. but there are wha! 
fare termed boarding-houses where 
Women can invite men and receive 
visitors end which are in fact 
hardly. distineuishabl_ from rec~ 
omized brothels. In the Settlement 
there are about 29 of these, houring 
envroximately 120 Russlan’ wo.ren. 
Many of these women are of low 
class, wih litile education and 
Sholce of livelihood. 

‘Next there are boarders in small 
‘houses who pursuo their trade under 
many guises. These women are free 
‘egents in many instances, and in 
others have been forced by econcmle

clreumstances into the life they have 
adopted. ‘Their number is almost 
Impossible to verity. They are more 
‘numerous in the French Concession 
than in the Settlement, 

‘And fourthly, there are dancing 
partners in cabarets. The situation of 
these girls 15 unfortunate in the 
extreme. There was a time when a 
decent living could be made out of 
dancing, but recen‘ly the influx of 
Chinese dancing partners has serl- 
ously affected thelr returns an# ft 
Ig extimated that aporoximately 80 
per, cent. of the Ruslan dancing 
partners have to supplement thelr 
meagre earnines in some other way. 
Tt eannot be doubted that many of 
them choose the easiest way. The 
number of Russian dancing partners 
fe nlwavs fluctuating, but It probably 
averaves somewhere between $90 
‘and 400. 


‘The Younger Generation 


Lastly there fs the problem of the 
younger generation. As has already 
‘been stated, there is a tendency for 
the rising generation In Shanghal to| 
drift Into the easy life rather than 
ithe hard. There are a number of 
[reasons for this, all hinging non 
poverty. Tf It is admitted, as it has 
‘unfor‘unately proved true in meny 
Instances. that women who have 
already taken un the oldest profes-

CHINESE CENSOR BANS 
“BRITISH AGENT” 


Previously on Exhibition 
in Shanghai 


Nenking, Jan. 23. 
‘No oMclal explanation was. g'ven 
to-day why the American lm 
“Brith Agent whieh deais with 
e adventures of an Efglishman in 
the Russian Revolution of 1917, has 
been banned by the Central Film 
Censorship Board. Questioned re- 
garding this action, the secretary of 
the Board remarked that proocbly 
the film “contravened some Govern 
ment regula‘ions.” He declined, how- 
ever, to give a detailed statement, 
pending the return of the Board's 
Airector, who at present is in 
‘Shanghat.

‘The Russian Women's League, en- 
‘other body which has been doing. 
food work in the same line, em.

problem. It considers the best preven. 
Hive measure to be the education of 
young girls in the solrit of Christian 
morality, as ordinary schoo! trainin 
had not always proved suffelent. It is 
not Inclined to belittle the import

‘From all accounts the League will 
not lack for suacestions ia its April 
conference, expecially so far as 
Shanehal Is concerned. It ts under 
‘stood that the SMC. is prevarine an 
Offtelal list of recommendations. Ci 
culars have also been received by 9 
umber of local unoMclal orsan'za— 
tions. It fs also understoot thal the 
Leazue had clrevlarized offls! and 
henevolent secleties in Harbin. 
Peking, Hankow. and Kulengsu on 
the same question. 

‘Shanghal. has its own peculiar 
Aificulties however. At the morent 
the tide of immigrant Russian women 
appears to have slackened. but who| 
will say that ft will not develop into 
& race again just so soon as It is 
known that indigent Russian women 
are being well cared for here? Those 
saved from lives of immorality by’ 
good work in local institutions might| 
eesily be replaced by women from 
other cities and the problem would 
be a3 grave as ever. In an extreme 
‘case Shanghal might become an 
even worse gathering ground for 
Toose women than ft was some years 
ago when destitution. made the 
sStuation so black. And that wa. 
prospect that pleases neither the 
offilal nor the benevolent society.

FIRE TOLL IN 1934 
SHOWS INCREASE 


Only $909,146 Damage Out 
of $85,031,584 Risked 


‘The Settlement Fire Brigade attend- 
ed 1,000 fires and special ealls during 
the past year, this number being an 
Increase of 188 on 1933. 

Forty4wo civilians lost thelr lives 
at fires in the Settlement and eight in 
‘special calls (occurrences other than 
fires to which the Brigade was sum- 
moned), In every case where death 
took place life was extinct on the ar- 
rival of the Brigade. . 

‘A total of 117 elvilians were in= 
jured at Ares and 67 at special calls. 
No fewer than 98 officers and firemen 
were injured in the course of fire- 
Gghting and five at special calls; for- 
tunately none was killed. 

‘The percentage of loss of the year 
was 1069 which is an increase of .079 
on 1933, The total value of property 
at risk was $85.0315%, the actual 
damage done totalling $900,146. 

During the year the Brigad 
responded 0 Si calls outside the 
Settlement and dealt with fires on the 
steamship Kungwo and steamship 
Taiyo Maru. 

Wayside Sub-Station was commis. 
sioned on November 19, and should 
rove of value to the Brigade. This 
district is diMcult of access from 
Hongkew and Yangtszepoo, and the

‘The rescue unit has proved of value 
at outbreaks where conditions do not 
permit of fire-fighting in the usual 
‘manner. By the ald of oxygen breath- 
Ing apparatus the members of the 
jsquad are enabled to reach the seat 
fof the fire despite dense fumes and 
smoke, thus effecting a considerable. 
‘saving !n man-power and speeding up 
the work of extinction. 

‘The Volunteer Reserve unit con- 
tinued to function in a. satistactory 
manner and the interest shown in 
training is gratifying. ‘The Chiet Of- 
Acer tenders the thanks of the Brigade 
to the Volunteer Reserve for their 
Keeness not only in drilling but in 
matters appertaining to the Depart 
ment generally. 

‘The Fire Brigade Ambulances re- 
sponded to 6,687 calls during the year. 
‘4085 by the Emergency Branch (ac- 
Jcidents and emergency sickness) and 
the remainder by the Hospital Branch 
(conveyance of patients to and from 
hospitals). ‘The Emergency Branch of 
the Service is increasingly in demand 
Jand many persons have been enabled 
to reach medical aid in a much shorter 
time than would otherwise have been 
possible, thus being saved from pro- 
Tonged suffering. 

Tt is hoped that during 1995 it may 
'be possible to place in commission one 
more emergency ambulance to cover 
Wayside District for which sccom-| 
modation has been provided in the 
new sub-station serving thet area. 


IMPRESSIONS OF A CHINESE ABROAD 


Rev. T.C. Wu Gives a Frank Discourse on His Visits 
to Japan and the United States

Club, which held iis usual weekly 
tiffin reunion st the Metropole on 
‘Thureday, were entertained by. the 
Rev. T. C. Wu, general secresary of 
the Chineee Mission to Lepers. who 
gave an interesting address on "Some 
Sbservations on my trips in Japan and 
“America”. 

1 Introdveed by. Mr. William Yinson 
Lee, Chairman of the Programme 
Committee. the speaker of the day 
said: In the matters on communiea- 
tions publie safety. selentife achteve- 
iments. industrial eMReleney, and mili 
tary preparedness, Japon is everv 
Inch a modern state. but she has not 
quite emerged trom the medieva’ 
jage when. it comes to the matters 
fof modern farming. universal suffer- 











ee, sex equality, freedom of the 
Press, and present-day political 
theorfes 


Tn comparison with the nations in 
the West Japan seems to have been 
very little affected by depression for 
leverybody tn bie cities such as Kobe. 
Osaka and Tokyo 1s apparently en- 
gaged in doing something. The magn!- 
feent bulldines and boulevards of 
[Tokvo, the splendid ystems of com- 
munieations in the form of electric 
trains, subways, buses and the 
clevated, (inking up the cities with 
rural districts) the larre and well- 
managed department stores, the BUSY 
‘but well-regulated trame in any of 
the big elties compare favourably 
with any city in the West. 

On account of the aggressive milly 
‘ary policy of the Imperial Japanese 
JGovernment the burden of the people 

especially 








meagre income, have to pa 
fone half of what they con 
thelr produce zor the tax im order 
to support the big army and navy. 

‘The ignorance of the intelligentsia 
and the student class In Japan is most 
surprising. One of the questions. 
Joften asked was why did the Chinese 
[students want to agitate against Japan 
and to boycott Japanese goods, ‘They 
said that they could not understand 
[China and the Chinece mentality, but 
the fact is that they have been kept 
totally ignorant by the press which 
's controiled by the military authori- 
Hes as to what Japan had done in 
China. When the true fact is even- 
tually known to the general public in 
Japan, Tam convinced that they 
‘would be fully accounted for all the 
troubles they had created in estrang- 
Ing the relationship between the 
otherwise two friend!y nations which 
have so much in common and mutual 
dependence. 


‘A Comparison 

White Japan is ahead of China in 
many respects, China is ahead of 
Japan at least in the field of co- 
Jedueation. In China a girl enjoys the 
Jabsolute equal opportunity for educa- 
tion as the boy, and practically every 
institution of higher learning ls co- 
educational: but it i= not the case in 
Japan, where the education for wom- 
fen is limited to high school and 
design to train them only for becom- 
ing “good mothers and virtuous 
wives", and the so-calied woman's 
college in Tokyo is nothing but a 
special school to teach domestic 
science. 


I found the Japanest people as a 
whole most courteous, thrifty, law- 
abiding and peace-loving. There is no 
earthly reason why they should not 
get along well with the Chinese 
Whase peace-loving character is pro- 
verbial. If only these two big peoples 
could live together peacefully the 
world, to borrow the words of Wood- 
row Wilson, could really be made 
“safe for democracy". As General 
‘Smuts, hero of the Boer and Great 
‘Wars, has put it, “the danger to world 
peace lies not in Europe but in the 
Far East" And China and Japan 
fought to be the guardians for peace 
instead of dynamite and possibly pro- 
jecting another world war. 

I visited during my three weeks’ 
stay in Japan seven of the largest and 
bes: lopiosaria in the country, of 
which {wo are national, four prefec- 
tural and one missionary. Inspired 
by the enthusiasm of the celebrated 
Dowager Empress, who is deeply in- 
terested in the welfare of lepers, the 
Japanese Government is hoping to 
Stamp out leprosy from the Empire 
within twenty years and it is spend- 
ing several million Yen annually in 
learrying out its programme. 

American Impressions =" 

After an absence of fifteen years T 
found the United States of America 
the same grand country having made 
notable progress on public works and 
national highways despite the econo- 
mic depression. “While the Forty- 
second Street and Times Square in 
]New York City remain very muck the 
seme in their brilllant and gay night 
fe, there are more skyscrapers in 
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idence culminating In the Empire 
State Building with 105 storeys which 
nade the Woolworth edifee, once the 
architectural monarch of the Ameri~ 
can metropolis, look rather dwarfish, 
The purchasing power of the Amerl+ 
an public has been very much re- 
duced on account of the depression, 
and the people imagine that they ar 
oot. But in the eyes of an Oriental 
observer there is really ac depression 
n America. There are so many autor 
‘nobiles in the country that It seems 
‘ome that everybody In America 
‘wns a car, including the common 
bourers and farmhanits, It seems to 
@ the psychology of the average 
Americar: that he can live without 

‘but cannot live without a car. 
was told by a friend from Detroit 
at immediately afler the closing 
‘own of the Ford plant many people 
vegged {rom door to door with their 
srivate ears,.and when they were 
‘fused ald on the ground that If they 
sould afford to have cars they could 
Mfford to live without charity, they 
vould park thelr cars somewhere and 
‘epeat their old stunts, on foot for a 
ort distance, 
Liquor is becoming a serious prob 
tem in the States, It is a common 
fight to see peopie lying drunk on 
‘he cold pavements in streets or 
parks, and there is sedom a re 
Staurant that does not serve liquor. 
Che saloon is patronized by both men 
and women and one often notices such 
posters on its door as the following: 
“this place is for ladies, as well as 
for men.” In my student days In the 
States I had seldom seen a lady 
smoking in the public, But to-day 
there are very few young women who 
do not smoke in the university come 
‘mons of public restaurants, Smoking. 
‘seems to be not only stylish to the 
modern American women, but as 
much « necessity to them as to men. 


























Amerlean Ignorance 


Tt was most amusing to find how 
tittle the American people know 
‘about China, To the average Ame 
an, China is made up of two classes 
‘of people, namely, the laundrymens 
‘and “chop suey" pecple, I heard 
story being told by a very intell 
‘American to the effect that Amé 
‘was not discovered by Columbus but 
by a. group of Chinese laundrymen 
who landed in the New World long 
before 1492, but finding that there 
was no laundry business in the land 
which wes Inhabited only by Red 
Indians they eft the country, thus 
giving the lucky Columbus the credit 
Of having discovered America. T ws 
very much pleased to know that 2 
group of educators at the Teach 
College, Columbia University, is now 
working on the problem of trying to 
correct. the erroneous conception of 
the people towards China, and to 
educate the children with right in= 
formation by first educating the 
|schoot teachers, 

Leprosy has ceased to be a serious 
problem in America, but T found it 
still prevalent in the’ Southern States 
and personally saw two cases in the 
streets of New Orleans. 1 had. the 
privilege of visiting the splendid 
National Leprosarium at Carville, 
Louisiana, where 360 cases of leprosy 
are being confined.

ment and still he is not satisfed. For 
the same amount of money we can 
support our lepers here for one month, 
and perhaps with more contentment 
and equal eMeiency.

OCIATION OF CHINA 


$100,000 Budget for 1935: Progress with a Work 
Centuries Old in This Country 


Speaking before a large group. 
atlending the sixth annual general 
‘meeting of the National Child W 
fare Association of Chins, the Presi- 
dent, Dr. H. H. Kung, appealed for 
continued and increased support for 
the society. He referred to the 
‘great need of any nation for strony 
‘and healthy children. 

‘Afler referring to the great achieve~ 
‘ment last year in convening the ne- 
tional conference of child welfare 
leaders, trom October 10 to 18, Mr. 
Jabin Hsu, the General Secretary, 
continued with his report of the work 
‘during the year. He safd:— 

“Child welfare work in China began 
centuries ago; but, due to the lack 
of co-ordination’ and selentitic 
management, lille effective results 
have been. achieved. With a view 
to Improving the organizations for 
child welfare work, the national con 
ference of child welfare leaders was 
held. ‘There were gathered under 
fone roof at the New Asia Hotel for 
four days noted philanthropists, 
workers in the field of child welfare, 
experts In child education, child 
hhealth and children's psychology 28 
well as representatives from various 
provincial governments, Bureaux of 
social welfare, educatton and heal 
‘One hundred thirty-four delegat 
representing fourteen provinces 
tended, and 84 resolutions on chi 
welfare work administration, research, 
protection, rellef, and education, were 
passed. ‘These ‘no dovbt will” gui 
{the polley of the various child weltare 
institutlons and prove beneficial to 
all of them. ‘Tha conference broke 
up ‘amidst an atmosphere of keen 
optimism.” 

Many branches of the organization 
reported ood progress and further 
extensions were mooted. “A large 
number of cases, 128 In all, of child 
protection were attended to by the 
Secretariat during the year and sult 
ble reltet was given in eight 
to prosecute under the eriminal code

Statement on Registration of 
Pharmacies 
‘The attitude of the Shanghai 


Municipal Council towards the agita- 
tion for the lcensing of pharmacies 
which has recently been a. feature 
of the correspondence columns of tho| 
“North-China_ Herald” was _ out- 
Uned on Monday by a spokesman of 
the Council. Briefly, it is that. the 
Council's hands are’ tied, owing t 
‘the Umitations of its powers, to 
legislate for different nationalities. 
It 1s impracticable, the Counc 
spokesmen stated, to issue licences t* 
pharmacies without being inthe 
frst place in a position to 
‘enforce compulsory” registration of 
medical practitioners, as drugs are 
supplied on prescription of medical 
Practitioners not subject to any dis- 
iplinary’ boa! 
register of me¢ 
sued in Shanghal, saving that issued 
by the French ' Municipal Couneit 
which has wider powe's than th: 
‘SMC. That 1s the register perlodical- 
ly put out by the SMC. of medical 
practitioners, dentists, and veterinary) 
‘Surgeons approved by the Shangh>* 
Medical Board. 


Councit's Lack of Power 

‘This register gives the Couneit n0| 
power over the medical practitioners 
‘on it. Any regulations providing fo 
Jcompulsory registration of medics 
practitioners —without’ which the 
Hicensing of pharmacies would be 
valueless—would need to be enforced 
by courts in which procedure diffecr 
widely. If action wore to be. taken 
jgainst any practitioner refusing. ta| 
register, it would need to be taken 
under the laws of the country of 
which he is a national, if he enjoys 
extraterritorial privileges, These, of 
‘course, vary. 

‘The Council also, has not definite 
powers clearly granting it the right 
to exercise effective control over 
‘chemists, “In China there is no phar 
frsceutieat qualifcation and the major~ 
ity of chemist shops and drug stor 
in the International Settlement a 
Chinese, including a large number of 
native medicine shops. 

‘The spokesman pointed out that ths! 
registration of pharmacies would not

SS. ASIA AGAIN IN 
LIMELIGHT 


Boarded in Hongkong by 
Japanese Watchmen 


Once again the ss. Asia Is in the 
Umelight. An unexpected deveiop- 
ment in connecion with the salvaged 
vessel is reported from Hongkong. 
On the morning of January 1%, six 
Japanese went aboard the vessel, 
which Is lying at a buoy off Stzne- 
cuiters in Hongkong, saying that trey 
had been -sent by the Japanese 
Consul to act as watchmen. They 
remained on the steamer for neerly 
eight hours, when they were ordered 
off by Mr. R. Wherry, officer ep- 
pointed by the Wo Fat Shing Co, in 
‘charge of the ship. 

It will be recalled that the Asia, 
now named the ss Toa Maru. was 
towed into Hongkong by the ss. Siun 
Chih of the Wo Fa: Shing Co, As 
reported in the "North-Ch.na Herald,” 
the vessel had been found 
derelict some 100 miles south of 
Hongkong by the ss. Apoey, who 
wirelessed the Wo Fat Shing Co. The 
a, Shun Chih was immediately 
despatched to the scene, and suc- 
ceeded in towing the vessel to the 
Colony. The Hongkong company cow 
contend that the vessel is their 
property, as @ prize found on the 
igh seas. 

‘At about 1018 on the moming of 
January 17, the six Japanese arsived 
alongside and started ‘o make them= 
selves at home. Mr, Waerry then 
went on shore and reported the 
mater to the Hongkong Water 
Police. At six o'clock in the eve: ing, 
another party of Japanese arrived, 
stating that they were the relief 
party for the Srst group.

Sharp Falling Of 
‘At the end of the year It had been 
anticipated that approximately 10,000 
pullers would have been registered, 
In actual fact, only about 6,000 were 
0, and after’ the beginning of this 
| year the numbers fell off remarkably. 
| Registration ofices capable of hand- 
ing 900 registrations daily were called 
upon to handle hardly any at all. 

Since the Rickshaw Board's per- 
mission to the owners to use 350 new 
rickshaws of the old design to re- 
place condemned vehicles had been 
jcontingent upon the owners’ support 
Jot the registration of coolies, the 
‘Board then withdrew it on the ground 
‘that the owners had not fulfilled their 
art of the bargain. This brought 
about what amounted to a deadlock. 
‘The pretext for the owners’ lack of 
‘action was the part objected to in the 
lectures. On the face of it this looked 
harmless enough, merely informing 
the pullers that they were free to 
work for any owner once they had 
registered. It appeared however, that 
the owners had regarded their nom!- 
ration of a puller for registration 
in much the same light as some form 
of indentured labour. ‘They imagined, 
from all accounts, that the pullers 
would be bound to work only for 
them—a position which the Board 
‘could not countenance, since It was 
‘as bad, if not worse, that the position 
that had existed before the establish- 
‘ment of the Bosrd. In no way could 
the Board consent to any measure 
which would give the owners a whip 
hand over the pullers. 


Details of Concession 


‘After various solutions and possible 
solutions had been discussed, @ com- 
promise which was agreeable to the 
ownecs yot in no way destroyed the 
sense of the Board's lecturers’ in- 
Structions to the pullers was agreed 
‘upon. 

‘The Boerd intimated to the owners 
that they would be willing to amend 
the phraseology of the leclurer 30 a3 
fo meet the objections of the owners. 
The meaning is the same—that the 
pullers are not bound to their noml- 
atore—but they are advised to co- 
operate with the owners in carrying 
out thelr duties under the rickshaw 
licensing conditions. 

T is expected that in a few days.

NATURE TURNS IN 
HER SLEEP 


When the Court of Death 
Held High Revel 


Geological and social aspects, o* 
China were vividly deseribed befor 
members and guests of the _ Royvi 
Asiatic Society, by Dr. G. Findlay 
‘Andrew, on Taursday. Taking for his 
subject “"Men and Matters in ta 
Land of the Yellow Earth.” the 
speaker presented a graphic ant 
scholarly "version of geological 
changes and their effects’ upon th? 
populace in areas of contempora-v 
geological activity, especially thow 
sections affected by flood and eart'- 
quake. 

Declaring the entire world “north- 
westeminded to-day,” the speaks: 
‘outlined the loess formations in thu 
tremendous district, deseribing 
detail the effects of repeated win 
storms, floods, erosion, and eart! 
quakes, ard, ‘sketehing the gigant.c 
waves ‘of disaster created by shock, 
in significant word pictures thit 
brought to his listeners a compr = 
hensive vision of the havoc wreake! 
{in that province. He sald:— * 

“The outlines of landslides wh!-' 
occurred centuries ago are still in 
evidence on many of the mountain 
and hillsides. “But, of all the ear" 
quakes which have taken place due 
ing more recent centuries, that whi 
Sccurred on the night of December 
16, 1020, has been recorded as ti 
most severe. It is stated to be th 
most intense shock’ that has ev: 
been seismologically recorded. st 
effect was felt right through the locrs 
basin of which we speak and literal 
scores of hills and mountains ware 
shaken from thelr fastnesses on {hv 
memorable night when Nature, 95 
though in a spasm of ‘pal 
emitted a long-drawn groan an} 
tuned in her sleep. Without 
warning. the first terrible shor 
came on that fateful evening of 
a cold winter's day between 7 o'clock 
and 7.30, and for ten minutes the 
Court “of Death held high revel, to 
which over one million lives pald 
tribute. Homes and cities collapsed 
Uke packs of cards, crushing the 
inmates to death or burning them 
falive in the fires which resulted. 
Mountains flowed down trom thelr 
lofty emimences like flowing sand 
from a desert bill.” 

He next described the terrific t'ask. 
of relief carried out under equally 
staggering handicaps, reporting | the 
‘flood which followed, and concluding 
with a full account ‘of the 1928-1030 
drought and its toll of life in a de- 
‘vaslated Kansu, reporting that, on hi 
‘most recent visit in October ‘of las 
year, the loess formation in Kansu 
‘was ‘more verdant than ever. He

Sixteen Municipal Schools Maintained: 159 Private 
Institutions Aided During 1934 


The Shanghal Municipal Couneit 
‘maintains sixteen schools and has in- 
troduced a system of grants whereby 
189 private schools receive assistance 
from publle funds, Necessarily, there- 
fore, the annual report of the Super- 
Intendent of Education is a somewhat 
bulky document, The report is divid- 
ed into nine sections covering admin- 
‘stration, education policy, Couneil's 
schools for Chinese children, Couneil’s 
schools for foreizn children, tuition 
fees, education staff, health, grants-in~ 
ld," and a summary of’ enrolm: 
showing the total of pupils in all 
schools to be 44.821. It may be re- 
called that the Education Board fune- 
ions both asa standing committee to 
deal with ordinary school affairs and 
fs an advisory body to the Council 
In matters pertaining to educational 
policy. ‘The large volume of business 
resulting from this dual arrangement 
has necessitated the appointment of 
three sub-committees. 

In the Couneil’s education polley 
formulated by the Education Board in 
1931, the Board recommended that 
addiiional facllities should be provided 
for the education of Chinese childrén 
by the erection of two new primary 
schools each year between 1931 and 
1938 Inclusive; that a secondary school 
for Chinese girls, in addition to th 
one already approved, should be 
‘established not later than 1934; and. 
that the existing public schools for 
Chinese should gradually assume & 
more definite secondary character. 
With reference to the schools for 
foreign children, no increase In their 
number was advocated: but It was 
urged that certain schools which had 
‘been functioning for some years under 
unfavourable conditions should be ac- 
commodated in more suitable pre- 
mises, 








Dealing with grants-in-aid the Board | 
recommended that assistance from 
municipal funds should be given to 
non-mimielpal schools, Chinese and 
foreign, which satisty' the Board as 
to thelr’ resources, equipment, adminis- 
tration, and educational standard. 


Subject to Reconsideration 

In view of the fact that the new 
policy’ was {0 a very large extent an 
Geperimental measure, it was stiputa 
fed that at the ond of 1034 the n= 
completed. part of ‘the building pro- 
fgramme should be subject to recon- 
Sideration, “The requirements under 
this heading, it wag felt, might be 
Influenced by the effect of the grant 
seheme on. the growth of private 
schools, while the Fate of development 
Along both these lines would ‘eces- 
sarlly be affected by the slate of the 
Council's nanetat reeources.

‘grant list must comply, or demon- 
strate thelr willingness to comply.

ROMANCE OF THE 
CALENDAR 


Dr. H. Chatley's Lecture to 
‘Members of B.W.A. 


BW.A. members spent an in- 
teresting afternoon on Thursday, when 
Dr. H. Chatley gave a lecture on the 
“Romance of the Calendar” at Aszo- 
ciation headquarters. 

Dr. Chatley began his lecture by 
{stating that an ordinary calendar aid 

‘not, on the face of it, present much 
‘opportunity for romance. All the 
same, he added, all calendars, in- 
|@ividually, form ‘an astonishing ‘com- 
plex of legend. history, astronomy. 
superstition and custom, which can 
really be described as romantic, and 
in any case, Is always Interesting. 
Speaking of the Western calendar, 
[he went on to show how it could be 
traced back to perhaps ‘7,000 years 
B.C, when agriculture originated 
Prior to this, sald Dr. Chatley. 
nomads and hunters had used the 
rough calculation of 12 moons of 30 
days each, which, in spite of its 
extreme inaccuracy, has indirectly 
survived in the 360 degrees of the 
circle, and fn some other forms. 

According to very ancient Egyptian 
legends, which are to a ‘certain 
fextent ‘supported by archaeoloxteal 
research, sald the speaker, agricul- 
ture commenced in Northern Palestine 
‘between the ninth and Afth millenia 
[before Christ, associated with the 
name of a woman who was later 
deified as Isis in Egypt, Demeter in 
JGreece, and Ceres in’ Rome. Wer 
pame ti survives In the dally 

Agriculture Develops 

Dr. Chatley went on to. tell "his 
audience how, some time during the 
fAeth’ miltenium B.C, agriculture in 
Eeyot became an exact art ond was 
controlled by the annual flooding of 
the Nile. It was observed at the 
time the Nile began to rise, the star 
|now known as Sirius appeared in 
the morning before sunrise, and this 
Jobservation, which legend ‘was also 
associated with the goddess Tels. 
ed to the discovery of a year of 365 
Jdays, which was uted in Exyptin 
practice rizht up to. the time of 
JJutlus Caesar in the first century 
B.C. Jullus Caesar. with the advice 
Jot an’ Egyption astronomer, founded 
[the present calendar. with a year of| 
365% days. which is very nearly 
correct. 

In the 16th century. sald the speak- 
Jer, Pope Gregory XIII caused 2 smal 
Jcorrection to be made, dropping 10 
Jdays, and in the 18th’ century the 
Jsame change was made in Enaland. 
by dropping 11 days, and this. the 
JGregorian calendar." which drops 
‘three Leap Year days in 400 years. 
is now almost universally’ employed. 
Tt has a small error of about one 
[day in 4,000 years. 


Chinese Calendars 


Chinese calendars, Dr. Chatley ox: 
plained. are of equal interest, and he 

ided that it is not generally realized 
that: there are two varieties, one of 
lwhich follows the sun only. while 
the other endeavours to follow both 
the sun and the moon. ‘The tatter. 
‘until Its recent proscription by the 
JGovernment, has been that which 
was most uted for historical record. 
jand ts very similar to the Jewish 
calendar and that of the ancient 
Greeks. 

‘The number of moons in the yea! 
the lecturer went on to say, Is more 
than 12 and less than 13. but for 
convenience it ts always taken as 
fone or the other and so. the normal 
Chinese practice was to have 12 
years out of 19 with 12 moons, and 
{the remaining seven with 13 moons 
the additional moon being called 
Inferealary. Apart from some changes 
which oceurred during the | Arst, 
millenium B.C, it was almost always 
‘the custom to’ make the first moon 
Vie as nearly as possible to February 
14. So that what foreimers know as 
Chinese New Year starts at new 
moon some time between January 
20 and February 19. 

‘The other Chinese veer, sald Dr. 
‘Chatley, Is in vrineiple exactly the 
same as the Western year and de- 
pends on the position of the sun. 


Summing Up 
‘The speaker concluded by referring 
to several other calendars of peculiar 
type, and mentioned especially the 
very remarkable calendars. used in 
Central America in the early part 
lot the Christian era. He indicated 
{that these probably originated, in an 
Indirect manner. from the old Egynt- 
fan system, which was probably the 
source of all calendars.

CARING FOR LocaL | 
UNEMPLOYED 


Shelter to be Erected for 
Foreign Single Men 


Among the many efforts being made 
bby national and other charitable 20- 
cieties in Shanghai to take care of 
foreign unemployed, a new scheme is, 
/now on foot, calling for the combined 
‘efforts of various charitable societies: 
{to take eare of the unmarried men, 

‘Thoss responsible for setting the 
new scheme under way are en- 
Jdeavouring to find some means where- 
by the depleted funds of the various, 
societies can be put to their best use. 
Tt is pointed out that many of the 
‘unemployed go from week to week or. 
month to month oblaining a grant 
from this society or that, and, accord- 
ing to what they receive. often barely 
enough for food and shelter, they 
move from one boarding house or 
rented room to another, The new 
‘scheme provides for the erection of 
a shelter for the single men, where 
they can remain for the period they 
are out of employment. With this. 
fend in view a plece of land on Ping- 
Vang Road, within the confines of the 
Settlement, has been loaned free of 
rental. ‘The disused army huts. 
hhave been purchased and are being 
erected. 

‘The utility companins have pro- 
‘mised to supply water and lighting 
free of charge, and the Salvation 
‘Army is prepared to detail one of iis 
officers to act as custodian and to be 
{in general in charge of the huts. 


$2,500 Needed 


It ig estimated that $2,600 will be 
required in order to ‘complete the 
erection and furnishing of these huts. 
Tt is felt that this is not a large sum 
in view of the benefits which will 
acerue from such a shelter, ‘Towards 
this sum, the “Meyer Fund,” to which 
friends of the late Mrs, Vilhelm 
Meyer have contributed, bas in hand 
[about $800. 

It is proposed that the huts will be 
opened with accommodation for about 
ten men recommended by the national 
and charitable societies, who will be 
jealled upon to pay a small monthly 
amount to detray the cost, of food, 
cleaning ete. ‘The men will be ex- 
pected to do their own cooking, wash 
ing and cleaning, though a Chinese 
Jcook will be provides. ‘They will be 
fat Liberty to follow useful occupations

Average Slightly Higher than 
Last Year 


The cost of living in Shanghai is 

‘ng and is now higher than at the 
beginning of the year since” when, 
during the spring at summer 
‘months, the level fell only to rise 
again suddenly as an after-offect, 
of the drought and foods, “The level 
last month didnot rise’ ag high as 
in September when the peak at 118.1 
Was reached as compared with the 
1926 level at 100 but it rose above 
the November level of 108.8 to which 
it had fallen from the October level 
of 1133 to 1104 which indleates a 
rising tendency largely to be dis- 
counted as seasonal,

SHEEP BREEDING 
Old Maids, Cats and Ducks 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonsn-Cama Dany News” 

Sm=—The article by Mr. Hutchison 
‘on *Manchoukou Sheep Breeding” in 
your issue of to-day should prove 
‘simulating to the Chinese authorities 
who are interested in Sheep-breeding 
In the North-West. Mr. Hutchison, as 
‘8 Woot expert, puts his finger on the 
‘weaknesses of certain of the attempts 
already made in Manchoukou, and 
‘China’ may well prot by his| 
criticisms. ‘The one thing whieh the 
otherwise robust Merino. sheep. will 
not stand up to is wet ground, I have 
bbeen involved in two experiments in 
Britain in which this Inability of the 
Merino proved our undoing. Aus- 
tralian Merinos were Introduced by 
the University of Cambridge for ex- 
Derimental purposes along Mendllan 
Unes; foot-rot seriously affected both 
the pure-breds and also the chess- 
breds. We anticipated better Tuck 
with the Peruvian Merinos introduced 
Into Britain through the useful col- 
laboration of Colonel Story, but here 
‘again tender feet played havoe with 
the flock save in the very drlest parts 
of England. This weakness of the 
‘Merino sheep must be carefully taken 
{Info account in any experiments un- 
dertaken tn China. 


‘Then the problem of the several 
‘diseases from which sheep are likely 
to suffer must be carefully considered. 
Round about Shandhal, for example, 
‘one may be up against not only foot- 
rot but also liver fluke, And here 
Jcomes in one of the examples tilus- 
trative of how Nature maintains a 
Recessary equilibrium. ‘Darwin in on 
of his works explains how we should 
lack honey but for “old malds”. ‘The 
connection is—Old maids keep cats, 
cats keep down the feld mice which 
feed on the bees s0 that unless the 
mice were kept under all the honey- 
‘bees would be destroyed. Strange as 
Mt may seem, the way to keep sheop 
successfully under certain elreum- 
tances {9 to keep ducks. Even in 
Britain during wet seasons liver fluke 
lls many ‘sheep. unless guarded 
‘against. Little more than a year ago 
@ Wensleydale farmer came to me 
with a curious problem. He had Tost 
‘many sheep through fluke but all on 
‘one side of the river dividing this 
farm. The explanation was that on 
fone side of the river he kept ducks 
while on the other he did not do so. 
The further explanation is that the 
ver-fluke reautres the water-mall to 
rovagate Itself: so that If ducks are} 
‘kept {0 feed on and suppress the 
‘water snail the fluke lacks the means 
for its propagation. When in Kash- 
mir some two years ago it war re- 
ported fo me that a certain lake in 
the mountains poisoned any sheep 
drinking ite waters. As there was 
no reason to suspect contamination of| 
any sort T naturally suspected fluke 
‘and my susplctons were later con 
firmed. Now one naturally wonders 
]whether there Is luke in the rich but 
‘marshy land round about Shanchal 
‘or whether the huge flocks of ducks 
kept, keeo down this pest. ‘The sheen 
in this district are ‘of @ miserable 
‘type and T would much ‘ike to see 
‘sich a breed as the British "Romney 
“Marsh” trled here: for this sheep is 
the world's “best” for resistance to| 
foot-rot and fuke. 


It will be noted that even Me, 
‘Hutchison questions the dominance 
of the Merino sheeo for Manchouluo 
fand in view of the fact that Japan 
fhas to Imvort British Down wools for 
certain of her manufactures ft is 
suxgested that the Down type of 
breed ought to be tried out in China| 

One other matter in thi connection 
has marked sclentifie Interest. So 
far as T can judge, the indigenous 
sheep in China tends to develop, 
some type of a fat or broad tall 
even more so than the corresponding| 
sheep at the other side of the: 
Himalayas, in Indie, for example.

for, Again it is well” known that 
ceriaincharacters are not only inbred 
in a given breed but that even 
‘that 1f these characters are suppress- 
ed in that ‘breed they” tend to 
Feappear as “mutations”. Taking all 
hese facts and "principles into 
account, T am still disposed to con: 
‘sider the tendency towards the fat 
tail as evidence of dessieation and 
rather of a continuous than of a 
periodic dessication; but our present 
Jevidence is altogether too meagre to 
speak with certainty on this matter. 
Should it be my good fortune to visit 
the North-West this will be one of 
the side-Issues which Will claim my

‘to buy books, to the men who serve 
them in the hazardous and ‘Uuncom- 
forlable ways of the sea. If we are 
powerless to persuade ship-ownere 
to provide for their employees the 
reasonable, comforts, which “we ex- 
peet working men to enjoy, we can, 
at least help the men to pass thelr 
Tong hours of monotony more hap- 
pily—and profitably. 

‘There are already several kindly| 

peoole in Shanghal who collect 
‘books for us whenever possible, but 
m order that men may not go away 
Alsaopointed we need more helpers 
in this important work who will, 
not once only, but from time to 
time, search ‘thelr own Mbraries 
(and those of thelr friends) — for! 
books which they no longer really 
need. 
So I appeal for public help in this 
matter. We need lots of all types 
(tor there are many types ot men

Fitty years ago yesterday there 
led a man whose death aroused 
the indignation of a nation, and 
all but brought about the fall of 
its government, for on January 26, 
1885, after fighting a long and 
aiicult siege by the followers of 
‘the Madhi, in Khartoum, Gencral 
Gordon fe fatally stabbed, the 
‘one tone British officer who had 
Inspired the defenders of tne ‘own 
to hold out in the hope of relief, 
ong after the place should 
normally have fallen. Tt has teen 
stated on authority that the fol- 
lowers of the Madhi could nave 
taken the place any day during 
January, 90 greatly had the de- 
fenders ' suffered, and so poorly 
were they equipped for the 
strenuous struggle in which they 
were involved. They had also 
suffered from repeated Instances 
‘of hope deferred, relief had teen 
sent too late, the ‘expedition would 
seem to have been too small, 
efforts to break through when it 
‘was really understood thot Gor- 
don’s plight was desperate Lad 
falled, and on this day Atty yours 
‘ago, ‘when the followers. broke 
through a portion of the deferces 
weakened by the floods of the 
Nile, Gordon fell in the massacre 
which the victors perpetrated in 
their fanaticism. Tt is not neces 
sary to dwell at any length on the 
history of a man who captured the 
imagination of a’nation, indeed in 
varying degrees of the whole 
world. Tt is too well known, Not 
necessary to discuss whether Glad~ 
stone was, as it was then urged, 
responsible by his dilatoriness for 
the death of this pioneer of Fm- 
pire. “Tt would serve no particular 
purpose, save, perhaps, to indicate 
how such a’ question could in- 
furjate the admirers of the man, 
and feopardize a Cabinet which 
escaped a vote of censure in the 
Commons by the skin of Its teeth, 
‘and was definitely rebuked in the 
House ot Lord. 

Many years ago, when the 
gloomy halls of a building next to 
Somerset House took up most of 
the time of the writer, it was his 
wont, ‘when passing to and. from 
that "institution to drop. into St. 
Paul's Cathedral and for a short 
while muse upon the history of 
Great Britain as testified to by 
storied um and animated Fust 
Just inside the west entrance, on 
the northern side of the building 
was the empty chapel which now 
in its silver and white does 
honour to the memory of 
Kitchener of Khartoum. Further 
down the northern aisle is the 
bronze sarcophagous of Gordon of 
Khartoum. And without fail” on 
every visit, a single red rose was to 
be found there. ‘That was mony 
years after Gordon had died, 
nearer thirty than twenty, and yet 
with unfailing regularity’ somecne 
bore testimony to his or her great 
Jove and admiration for a char 
acter that had about it all the ex- 
cellence of its merits and some- 
thing of the charm of its faults,

whenee came that rose. Vergers 
could never say who paid that 
touching tribute, but the rose was 
always there. Just a little mystery 
which time and again made the 
writer cross the great churer to 
see it the rose were there or not.

Cavagnari in Afghanistan stirred 
the world so little in comparron 
with the fate of Gordon. ‘The 
answer is that Gordon. seized the 
imagination of England, and seized 
it on its higher side.

hhe founded himself, both old dis- 
pensation and new; he was known 
to hate forms, ceremonies and all 
the ‘solemn " plausibilitie’; his 
speech was sharp, pithy, rapid 
‘and tronic; above ail, he knew the 
ways of war and would not bear 
the sword, for. nought.”

Brave and 
gentle, great and humble, insoired 
by the highest ideals, yet ever 
alive to the humorous underride 
of the world’s affairs, tenterly 
sympathetic as a woman, fearless

heroes; the chivalry of Arthur, the 

valour’ and saintliness of Altred, 

‘the religious conviction of Oliver,

The cynical description of Gor- 
don's faults to be found in the 
extract of Lord Cromer, the 
more understanding and completer 
picture of Lord Morley’s und the 
description written with the jcur~ 
nalistic haste of the man's con- 
temporaries show why Gordon 
seized the imagination of Engiand 
on its higher side. Combined they 
depict an essentially lovable <ran, 
richer, pethaps, than poorer by 
Feason of his faults, wealthily en- 
dowed in his good ‘characteristics, 
jand withal a preux chevalier, sant 
[peur et sans reproche: something, 
indeed, though “her national'ties 
‘might ‘not quite see it, like the 
average Englisnman imagines the 
best of himself to be. He was not 
perfect. Gordon in his humility 
knew that, but if everyone were 
perfection ‘this would’ be a ery 
dreary world, which, now, is only 
enlivened bya realization of each 
other's faults and the prob'-ms 
which they consequently present. 

It is unfortunate that desiate 
the fact that, to quote a leader of 
the “North-China Daily News" at 
the time, there existed a close 
friendship between the “rro- 
prietary of this paper” and the 
‘dead general, a better estimate of 
the local regard in which he was 
held was not written. But the 
following verses by “An Engiish-

From Wenchow one can motor 
along the ‘banks of a beautiful 
‘stream, with interminable windings, 
for one hundred and twenty miles, 
This is perhaps the most beautiful 
country I have visited in Chekiang, 
Not far from Wenchow one passes 
“The Rock Gates” which lead” into 
‘huge amphitheatre where is the 
inevitable temple. Back of the 
temple is a glorious waterfall. three 
hundred feet in height. One is im- 
pressed by the  ston> cutting and 
blasting required to open up th 
road, first opened up In this way for 
military purposes in order that the 
National" Government might. the 
better get near to the Fukien border 
and chase out the Reds.

In 1931 Professor Barker was in= 
vited by the Maharajah of Kashmir 
to visit tha state and report on the 
problems of wool growing and of the 
splendid cottage industries for which 
Kashmir is justly famed, Before he 
eft it was arranged that he should 
Visit the adjoining United Provinces 
“to report upon the possibilities of 
further developing the wool-manulac- 
turing industries of the rural districts 
‘upon a hand, or upon a semi-meckani- 

‘where. water power was 
available; due consideration being 
ald to the economic aspects of the 
problem in each case.” The appearance 
of the Report was considerably de- 
ayed because of the extent of th 
analytical and research work’ done 
fon the samples taken, work Involving 
novel methods but giving signitieance 
to the recommendations made. 

‘The Unite Provinces have none of 
the fine wool-spinning of Kashmi 
‘and while the Saxony wheel and the 
charka popularized by Mr. Gandhi 
were met with, most of the spinning. 
‘was done with a simple spindie, called 
the katwa, and the weaving largely 
on a portable loom. This is attribut- 
able to the fact that the population is 
‘nomadic to the extent that flocks wint- 
‘eron the plains and spend the summer 
in the hills. Indeed the katwa ts v0 
simple, the manipulative skill 60 
Feadily acquired, that the shepherds 
‘spin while actually in charge of their 
flocks. 

Chapters IV to IX are devoted to 
4a discursion of the possibilities of im= 
proving and developing hand spinning 
and weaving: weaving by means of 
water-power: regularity of results in. 
dyeing; finishing of the fabries; qual 
ity Jn yarn and cloth, and design in 
cloths. 

Without entering upon technical 
descriptions, it may be said that In- 
teresting comparisons are given of 
the relative output attained with 
various types of appliances for spin~ 
ning and weaving, and ways are sUg- 
ested by which even greater produe- 
Uvity than the present best ‘can be 
Secured under the conditions obtain~ 
ing in the United Provinces and with 
benefit to the workers. Progressive 
‘mechanization is contemplated: for 
example in carding as many as five 
stages are listed. ‘The impression is 
‘given that even’ the humble katwa 
‘and the portable loom are sufficiently. 
susceptible of improvement to justify 
the government in promoting. their 
extended use; and the value of pro- 
duction for domestic use is illustrated. 
‘At each stage of mechanical develop- 
‘ment concrete suggestions are made 
‘8 to the appliances or machines that 
might be used to greatest advantage, 
Chapter X on “Power Production and 
‘Steam Raising trom Water-power” 
‘gives Agures for the horte-power 
developed with given heads. and 
volumes ot water and the costs of 
the turbines and accessories. "A Note 

rowing” and an Appendix on 

“The Eulanizing (moth-proofing) of 

Fabrics" complete the discussion, 

‘The Report is well illustrated with 
diagrams and pictures and is thorough- 
ly practical on the technical side. 
While the Agures given will make 
‘Possible some estimate of relative 
costs, there is no general discussion 
Of the economic side. This 1s inevit- 
able, since costs would vary with 
every local situation. Indeed costs 
are indeterminate when a shepherd 
spins at his work.
